Response to Election Requirement 

This communication responds to the Office Action dated September 20, 2002. 
Claims 1-94 are pending in this application. In the Office Action, the Examiner 
required applicants to elect a single disclosed species to begin examination. 

Applicants elect, with traverse, the compound of Example 7z on page 108 of 
the application. The chemical name of the elected compound is 2-{3-[2-(4- 
Fluorophenyl)oxazole-4-ylmethoxy]phenoxymethyl}-6-methylbenzoic acid. 

Although the Examiner concluded that the claims "are generic to a plurality of 
disclosed patentably distinct species," the Examiner has not provided any evidence 
or even arguments as to why that is believed to be so. For at least this reason, 
applicants traverse the election requirement. 

Following the guidelines in MPEP § 803.02, this election of a species serves 
simply as a starting point for examination. Thus, to the extent that the elected 
species is found to be patentable, the Examiner should extend the search to 
examine non-elected subject matter.
